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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's representative express concern 
over the claimed trait of "an e-mail message to the recipient by the user, the recipient who does not have access to the workflow 
system. ..the link provides the recipient with an access to the associated process of the workflow system." In response, the examiner 
provided the Sakaguchi and Paul prior arts. The Sakaguchi prior art teaches an email based workflow design while the Paul design 
teaches how links can be placed within emails. The examiner then explained that "it is obvious to one skilled in the art that a link in an 
email allows an email recipient to access data, even data that may not have been accessible otherwise." After reviewing the prior arts 
again, the examiner continues to stand by this rejection against the claims as currently presented. Links provide an access to data to the 
recipient whereas without the link the recipient would not have had access to that data. 
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
